CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—Snappy middle 
west September weather and a bright 
sun greeted Chicago today as prepar­ 
ations were made to sit in at the 
finish of big baseball until after the 
war. 
The Cubs and Red Sox, oppo- 
ents in the last world’s series the 
United States wfll root for until the 
war has been won were satisfied with 
the turn in events, the thousands of 
fans who have spent their dollars to 
give assurance that the game will 
get a proper and decent burial were 
satisfied and the bell was ready to 
ring. 
. 
That the respite gained through the 
deluge that swept Chicago yesterday 
would be a good thing for the chances 
of each club there was no denying. 
It gave Dave Shean an extra 24 hours 
in which to nurse his injured finger 
and it gave the Sox and Cubs both 
an extra day of rest, something they 
needed badly. 
If conditions made any difference, it 
was to add to the chances of the Bos- 
tonese in the minds of the fans. The 
betting, which has been inclined to 
favor the Cubs, but only slightly, has 
now swung around even here and 
there is absolutely no odds on the 
Cubs. 
Bets, where any are being made, 
are at even money and some requests 
are being made for odds on the Red 
Sox. The fact that Dave Shean, sec­ 
ond sacked for the American leaguers, 
may not be able to play made no dif­ 
ference with these men. 
They figure 
Shean no stronger than Jack Coffey, 
who will be thrown into the breach. 
As is Customary with world’s series 
managers, Bd Barrow, dictator for the 
Red Sox, and Fred Mitchell, the same 
for the Cubs, kept their mouths closed 
when discussion regarding a starter 
on the mound today Was started. The 
only hint that came from either camp 
consisted of a statem ent that a left­ 
hander would start for the Cubs— 
which means, of Course, that Jim 
Vaughn or George Tyler is the man. 
Ed Barrows said in all seriousness 
that he would start a good man— 
which may be taken to mean that 
Barrow 
is 
considering 
starting—a 
pitcher. 
However, the wise ones are picking 
Babe Ruth for the opening assign­ 
ment. with second choice falling either 
on Joe Bush or Carl Mays. Some con­ 
tend that Mays with his underhand de­ 
livery would prove more baffling than 
would be Bush and for that reason 
are picking him as the opener. Hark­ 
ing back to the flay of 1916, though, 
it was recalled that the champion 
Dodgers of that year won Just one 
game from the Red Sox and that game 
was marked to the discredit of Carl 
Mays. His underhand delivery proved 
no puzzle for the Dodgers. 
And it 
was argued that the Cubs certainly 
are as good a team as the 1916 
Dodgers in spite of the fact that war 
has battered them to some extent. 
The fact that the games in Chicago 
are to be played in the White Sox 
park gave some fans an additional 
reason for favoring the Cubs* chances. 
With Ruth in the game at the north 
side home of the Cubs he doubtless 
would punch a few long flies over the 
right field fence. 
In Comiskey park 
the services of a field glass are nec­ 
essary to definitely locate the right 
field barrier and a range finder to 
gauge the heft of a blow required to 
drop p. home run there. Ruth’s heav­ 
iest hitting is of the long, high fly 
variety. 
It practically has been settled that 
Fred Thomas, now in the navy, will 
uphold the honor and dignity of the 
American league at third base, thus 
sending Jack Coffey to the bench. 
The park was in fine condition early 
today. 
With the sun working in the' 
fashion it started, it was certain there 
would be a dry, fast field this after­ 
noon. 
A tarpaulin had been spread 
over the inner works and this spot 
was reasonably dry in spite of the 
rain. 
Predictions have been made that 
today’s crowd would tax the seating 
capacity of Comiskey park.

Great Britain has demanded instant 
redress for the attack on the British 
embassy in Petrograd, according to an 
official statement made public here to­ 
day. 
Punishment for all Involved In 
the assault is also demanded.

The statement said:

“If the soviet government fails to 
give satisfaction or if there are fur­ 
ther outrages against British subjects, 
his majesty’s’ government 
will 
hold 
members cf the soviet government in­ 
dividually responsible 
and 
demand 
that they be treated as outlaws by the 
governments of all civilized nations 
and no place of refuge left theme 
“W e have now 
learned 
that 
the 
soviet on August 29 ordered the a r­ 
rest of all French and British subjects 
between the ages of 18 and 45. British 
officials have been arrested on trump­ 
ed up charges of conspiring against 
(he soviets. 
“Bolshevik! troops o^ August 31 at­ 
tacked Abd forced an entry into the 
British embassy, murdering the naval 
attache, Captain Citomie, who defend­ 
ed himself until three of his assail­ 
ants had been killed,” the statement 
related. “His corpse was outraged. A 
clergyman was forbidden to say pray­ 
ers over the body. 
The embassy was 
sacked and a1! papers destroyed. Sim­ 
ilar attacks, it is feared, 
are 
immi­ 
nent. 
“The French embassy and French 
military missions buildings 
have 
al­ 
ready been entered but 
the 
papers 
had been removed previously. Word 
of the British cabinet’s decision has 
been sent to the soviet 
commissary 
for foreign affairs.” 
Captain Cromie, the naval attache 
who was kilted, commanded the Brit­ 
ish submarine E-19, which operated In 
the Baltic in 1915, sinking a cruiser, a 
destroyer and ten merchantmen.

Hunt For Bomber “Progress­ 
ing Favorably;” Postof­ 
fice Under Heavy Guard 


CHICAGO, 
Sept. 5 —The Federal 
building here, scene of an explosion 
yesterday which cost four lives, was 
under heavy military 
guard 
today. 
With hundreds of suspects 
passing 
through their hands, police, aided by 
naval and military intelligence men 
and secret service workers, claimed 
the arrest of the bomber would follow 
shortly. 
The bomb, evidently 
planted, 
ex­ 
ploded at 3:10 yesterday afternoon. 
The. north corridor of the lower floor 
was partially wrecked while 
debris 
was blown out into the street, where 
three men were (-aught 
and 
killed. 
Window glass in all nearby buildings 
was shattered b y'the detonation. 
A 
score of persons were injured by the 
falling fragments. 
The dead are: 
Joseph B. 
Ladd, 
United 
States 
sailor, Salina. Ran. 
Edward R. Kolkow, 75, postal em­ 
ploye. 
Ella Mehlke. 19, Chicago. 
William H. Wheeler, mail carrier. 
A cordon of 
police 
was 
thrown 
about the square. Secret service men 
scdured the building for suspects, tak­ 
ing several into custody. 
Then began. 
a general round-up. 
Among the first places visited were 
I. W. W. headquarters. The fact that 
93 members were sentenced to prison 
terms last week directed suspicion of 
some officers to that organizatfon. 
The explosion occurred with h roar, 
jarring big Aoop 
buildings. 
Pedes­ 
trians were blown from their feet but 
'those only immediately in front of the 
postoffice entrance on Adams 
street 
were injured by flying debris. 
The 
corridor itself contained a number of 
persons. 
Most of these were protect­ 
ed by heavy pillars or were some dis 
tance from the bomb. 
Their 
faces 
were blackened but none 
sustained 
serious injuries. 
One interior 
wall 
was blown open. 
Back of it was E. 
R. Kolkow, one of the dead. 
A jury comprising six of Chicago’s 
most prominent men will be impan 
eled at once, Coroner Peter Hoffman 
aaid. 
After viewing the four bodies 
the jury will be held in readiness for 
an inquest pending the outcome of 
police investigations. 
Acting Chief Philip Barry of the de­ 
partment of justice here 
announced 
that explosive experts had been able 
to partially reconstruct the bomb. 
It 
was composed of two cylinders, each 
about six inches in diameter, he said, 
and probably charged with giant pow­ 
der and dynamite. 
The hunt for the bomber or bomb­ 
ers la developing favorably, he said.

Not the least important of the results of this 
war will be the new understanding we shall have 
of the character of the French people. 
Before the 
first battle of the Marne we had become accustomed 
to picture in our minds a French people given to 
frivolity—effeminate men, pleasure-seeking women— 
in short, a decadent nation. 
The part France has played in this war sh6ws 
that our conception of the mental and moral and 
physical fiber of the people of that country was 
wholly wrong. 
W ith a courage, a military skill and 
a patriotic zeal never excelled anywhere, France 
sprang to arms and met successfully the assaults of 
an enemy that excelled in equipment, numbers and 
training.

BREWERS READY FOR NEW JOBS 


A stirring item from Milwaukee announces that 
the brewing industry is “shaken to its foundations: 
\ 
because of the changes that have come about since 
the war started.” 
There has been a big reduction in 
the value of brewery property. 
, 
In view of that fact and the expectation that 
things will grow worse for the brewing interests 
rather than better, the brewery owners themselves 
have about decided that this is the most advantageous 
time to get into some other line of business. 
About (xxx) men are employed in Milwaukee 
breweries. 
The manager of the public employment 
office of that city says that he coitfd place the m ajor­ 
ity of those men in other factories within a month. 
The plants themselves could be turned to other lines 
of production and the whole business could be aban­ 
doned with scarcely a ripple to disturb industrial or 
labor conditions. 
In connection with this conclusion of Milwaukee 
brewers, an item from Bemidji, VVis., is of interest. 
In that city a good sized plant which formerly was 
a brewery is about to open as a potato-flour mill and 
potato storage warehouse. 
The action was forced 
there by an order making the territory dry. 
Similar 
transformations have taken place in many other in­ 
stances. Such changes may some day be an old story 
all over the country. 


MORE AIR MAIL SERVICE 


“Since May 15 the aerial mail service has been 
loo per cent efficient,” says John A. Jordan, special 
representative of the postoffice department. "No one 
ha< been hurt, no machines have lx'en broken and no 
mails have been delayed." 
Encouraged by tile fine record made by the ex­ 
perimental air service between New York and W ash­ 
ington. via Philadelphia, the department is prepar­ 
ing to start a similar service between New \o rk and 
Chicago, including a stop at Cleveland. 
This is a 
much more ambitious undertaking than the first, the 
distance covered being more than twice as great. 
No doubt is entertained as to its complete success. 
There are plenty of airplanes available, and plenty 
of aviators, despite the war demands. 
Half a day 
will lie gained in the delivery of mail between the 
two terminals. 
Every mail plane will carry 300 
pounds of letters. 
Thus the latest transportation miracle progresses, 
toward complete success and commonplaceness.

Because we, along with our allies, have inter­ 
vened to save Russia from the Germans, tile Bol­ 
shevik leaders have issued what they call a Russian 
declaration of war against the United States. 
This 
was expected, and is of little more than casual inter­ 
est. 
It takes two to make a war, and in this case 
neither side is inclined to belligerency. 
W e are at war with the Bolsheviks 
But they 
are not Russia. 
Certainly their self-appointed lead­ 
ers, Lenine and Trotsky, do not speak for Russia 
Thev >peak. at best, for a crazy minority which mere­ 
ly hapjiens to be better organized than any other 
faction in north-central Russia, whose tenure of 
power in its own restricted field is rapidly weakening, 
and which is surrounded on all sides by vast and 
populous Russian provinces that defy its authority. 
They are now openly operating under the protection 
of the German flag, after long serving secretly as the 
tools of Prussia. 
They no more speak for Russia

NEW YOUK, Sept. 6 —Von Hinden- 
burg is throwing reserves into 
the 
Cambrai-Douai sector with the utmost 
rapidity for the purpose of prevent­ 
ing his retreat from becoming a rout. 
A continuation of Marshal Haig’s pres­ 
sure' in this area is being developed 
against Cambial from two directions, 
west and southwest. 
The 
envelop­ 
ment of Cambrai is thus increasingly 
threatened. Von Hindenburg is adopt­ 
ing a desperate expedient to prevent 
an overwhelming rush from 
cutting 
off Cambrai before the German plans 
are perfected for its orderly evacua­ 
tion. 
To make Von Hindenburg’a problem 
more difficult, Field Marshal Haig is 
now threatening Douai as 
well 
as 
Cambrai. 
The development of 
this 
new attack, fifteen miles 
north 
of 
the Cambrai operations, 
greatly 
en­ 
larges the line over which Von Hill- 
denburg must spread 
his 
reserves. 
The 6ccupation of DouaJ prematurely 
by the British, while 
disastrous 
as 
would be such a catastrophe to 
the 
Germans at Cauibrai, would have an 
important influence upon the security 
of the German 
positions 
defending 
Lille. Von Hindenburg therefore must 
divide his attention between holding 
for the time being both Cambrai and 
Douai. 
Where to set reserves for the dou­ 
ble duty how is 
Von 
Hindenburg’* 
great pressing problem. 
His normal 
reserve accumulation has been worn 
away by the fighting during the past 
five and a half months. He has been 
unable to gather a m w force by short­ 
ening his line to the present because 
the casualties he bas suffered more 
than equalled the 
saving 
of 
men 
through the reduction of trench mile­ 
age.French man power 
is 
practically 
non-existent for the Germans. The re­ 
inforcements sent into the Cambrai- 
Douai area are 
unquestionably 
sec­ 
ondary fighting material, wearied and 
without a spirited morale. This means 
that Von Hindenburg cannot got along 
with the usual small number of units 
for holding strong defensive positions. 
Two or three times the 
B urner 
od 
men 
formerly 
required 
must 
be 
thrown into the combat to protect the 
line. In other words Van! Hindenburg 
must match the allies man for man 
lf Cambrai and Douai are to be re­ 
tained in German hands a little long­ 
er. 
Formerly one defender to from 
two to three of an attacking 
force 
was considered a safe proportion. To 
bring about this accumulation of re­ 
serves in the northern fighting areg, 
however, Von Hindenburg must begin 
to Quickly shorten his line elsewhere 
or else abandon the Cambrai sector 
outright.

lf the Pacific Electric putt new 
rates into affect between 8aItta 
Ana and Loc Angelet on the basis 
of 3 cents per mile as granted it 
by the Railroad Commistion, tho 
one-way fare will be 92 cento plus 
about 7/* cents for war tax, and 
the round trip will be $1.75, plus 
14 cents war tax. The Railroad 
Commission has granted the peti­ 
tion of the company fpr permis­ 
sion to increase its fares, the rul­ 
ing being 3 cants par milt outside 
of a five and one-half mils zone in 
the city of Loa Angeles and 2'/z 
cents per mile for round trips, it 
ie believed, however, that the com­ 
pany will attempt to make a 
schedule on th# mileage rates per­ 
mitted by that commission. Tho 
rate concessions granted amounts 
to a 20 per cent increase in the 
gross revenue of the company. 
It is not known hefe definitely just 
how the- new schedule will be worked 
out, or whether the 3 centji per mile 
prevails for the full distance between 
Santa Ana and Los Angeles or will be 
operative only to the point where the 
5 cent car fare in Los Angeles be­ 
comes effective. 
The P. E. rail dis­ 
tance between Los Angeles and Santa 
Ana is 44 miles, and fares herewith 
quoted are baaed on the mileage rate 
up to the zone limit in Los Angeles 
and the city fare of 5 cents added. The 
figures are in no way authentic and 
are giyen simply as an indifcgtion of 
what the fares could be under the in* 
crease granted. 
Application by the company for an 
increase in fares up to seven cents 
within the city of Los Angeles was 
dismissed. The decision points out 
that the company has failed, slime its 
incorporation, in 1911, to eanaeYen op 
crating expenses, its total corporate 
deficit being at present 16,000,000. In 
creased competition from motor ve 
hides is urged as grounds for the in­ 
crease. The company operates 600 
miles of city and interurban lines. 
Frank Kerr, chief counsel for the 
company in Los Angeles, stated that 
the rates would be publicly announced 
and should become effective by Sep­ 
tember 15, unless the commission's de 
cision sets a definite date on which the 
rates shalhs> into effect. He said: 
"It will take us ten days to prepare 
the tariffs which will he immediately 
filed with the Raiiroad Commission 
We will lose no time in preparing the 
tariffs on the basis laid out by the com­ 
mission. We must apply the basic rate 
on all points on the system. 
"Regarding the dismissal 
of 
the 
seven-eent rate as contained in the dis 
patch, I am not prepared to comment 
since I have slot received the opinion 
of the comm&sion yet. As it appear* 
now we will retain the five cent fan 
to the five and one-half mile zone anc 
beyond that the three-cent per mile 
rate- becomes effective.” 
Commuters will pay practically 2t 
per cent more for their commutation 
books under the new»rat« although t> 
longer period of time will be given foi 
the use of the commutation books thar 
at present.

Cheerful, optimistic and anxious to 
get the kaiser’s hordes as quickly as 
possible, there left Orange county this 
morning sixty-four men, all hound for 
Camp Kearny. 
They go in the draft, 
answering the call to the colors. 
Orange County District No. I filled 
a quota of forty-four, and No. 2 dis­ 
trict has thirteen. Each district sent 
some men for other districts. 
By far the biggest demonstration 
vet given a contingent of drafted men 
from this county was that given the 
No. I district men here last night. 
Following a banquet served at Elks’ 
hall by the Junior Red 
Cross, 
the

at Birch Park.

Envelopes Within the Next Year in Y. M. 
C. A. Huts Alone—All Europe Combed 
For Stationery

ARIS, July 20.—There never 
was such an army of letter 
write!* as the American Ex­ 
peditionary Force in France! 
It the thing keeps up, and it bids 
fair not only to continue, but to 
increase, we shall havo to add 
^ 
writer’s cramp to the list of hor­ 
rors ot war, for our soldiers have 
been bitten by the writing microbe; 


I they can no more resist the sight 
ot pen and paper than a nungry 
hobo can resist an apple pie cool­ 
ing in a farmhouse window. 
Next to getting a letter from 
home, which is the greatest and 
most exhilarating Indoor pastime 
In France, the soldier enjoys writ­ 
ing to the folks and telling them 
all about it for page upon page. 
He is seeing a heap of new things 
and meeting with a heap of new 
experiences, which boil around in- 
Bide him and make him mighty un­ 
comfortable, until he can unburden 
them to pa and ma and Jenny 
Jones, back in Keokuk. 
He’s just 
naturally got to put it down in 
black and white. 
STATIONERY A PROBLEM 
One of the biggest jobs over here 
la furnishing him writing paper and 
envelopes. 
Stationery stores are 


not 
on 
every 
corner 
of 
the 
trenches, nor even back at base 
camps, and if they were the Amex 
boys would strip them bare during 
the first ten minutes of the morn­ 
ing. So tho Y. M. C. A. has tackled 
the job et supplying the writing 
materials—and it has bitten oft a 
man’s size mouthful. 
Your soldier wants sweets and 
he wants tobacco and he wants 
canned peaches and cookies; but 
when a truck load 
of 
supplies 
crawls up a camouflaged road under 
cover of darkness and stops before 
a Y. M. C. A. hut, the first run is 
on writing paper and envelopes. 
They are given to the soldier free 
of charge, but be would use just av 
much of them i f he nad to pay for 
them at war prices. 
SOLDIER EAGER TO WRITE 
“Hear the truck came up to­ 
night,” says a buck private in a 
canteen that has been under con­ 
stant shell fire and gas attacks for 
week-;. 
“Fetch any writin paper?’* 
“Wads of it 
Go to it!” 
The soldier makes a grab for a 
bandful and then looks over the 
stock. 
He arms himself with a 
package of cigarettes, a bale of 
cookies and a can of poaches, and 
crowds himself into a space at the 


rickety table. 
There he eats and 
settles himself to composition. 
There are several soldiers in 
France—several! 
All 
of 
them 
write, which means considerable 
when you check up. 
“Lemme see. i got to write Ma 
and Aunt Loo and Nell and Bill 
Wilkes to-night.” says the soldier 
man, and he goes to it with vim 
and enthusiasm. 
When you stop 
to figure that some officer in his 
company must read all those let­ 
ters and censor them, it looks as 
though that officer were going to 
have to consult an oculist before 
this war ends. 
TONS AND TONS OF PAPER 
During the next year the Y. M. 
C. A. estimates it will be required 
to give to the- soldiers from 7,000,# 
OOO to 10.000,000 sheets of paper 
per month, and from 3.500,000 to 
5.000,000 
envelopes. 
One 
order 
was recently placed for 50,000,000 
envelopes and 180 tons of writing 
paper, which runs 250,000 sheets 
to the ton. 
This vast quantity of paper is 
acquired at a great expense of 
time and labor, and with the ut­ 
most difficulty. 
It must be col­ 
lected from a1! parts of Europe— 
England, 
France. 
Spain. 
Tho 
paper comes in huge rolls and must 
be cut up and printed in Paris by 
the Y. M. C. A. 
This means that in Y. M. C. A. 
huts alone our soldiers during the 
next year will write home to tho 
folks on 120.000,000 sheets of paper 
and 60,000,000 envelopes. The total 
weight of paper and envelopes will 
be 720 tons. 
Seven hundred and 
twenty tons of comfort and news 
for the folks back home.

The second charge against the

M. C. A. is that the secretaries 
are 
receiving 
huge 
salaries, 
which 
of 
course is perfect nonsense to anyone 
who is at all familiar with the terms 
of enlistment toff service in this 
de­ 
partment of the war work. 
The third charge made by German 
agents and emissaries, is that many 
of the “Y” secretaries 
are 
vicious, 
immoral and indolent. 
It would be somewhat surprising if 
. out of thoysands of men and hundreds 
fof wonton who have been 
recruited 
with scrupulous care, 
there 
sfiould 
not be a few of the unfit that would 
be able to get.by and find their way 
into this service, but if anyone thinks 
that this is a 
common 
occurrence, 
just consult some of thosq whose ap­ 
plications have been turned down, or 
if your own record is not pretty clean 
and your reputation well beyond the 
question mark, make an effort for en­ 
listment and it will surprise you how 
difficult is the task of 
securing

appointment if you are not fit for the 
place.
